Sin: We have received your letter 
of to-day, have earefully examined 
the questions upon which you ask 
our opinion, and now send you our 
answer. 

1. We think the broad language of 
the Act of the General Assembly em- 
braces all persons, and absolutely 
forbids the sale of spirituous liquors 
by any of them for one year trom 
this time. None are protected by 
licenses to sell obtained since the 
ratification of this act. The cases 
decided in different States, where 
similar laws have been enacied, leave 
it somewhat in doubt whether it for- 
bids the sale by persons who obtain- 
ed licenses before the ratification, 
Which licenses have not yet expired. 
Weare inclined to think that they 
too are forbidden to sell from this 
time. 

2. The second question is answered 
by our answer to the first. Weare of 
opinion that none of them are enti- 
tied to continue to sell. 

5. This law is to be enforced like 
any other criminal law. Any person 
may apply toa Justice of the Peace 
fora warrant against an offender, to 
have him arrested and dealt with ac: | 
cording to law. 

4. Wedo not think that the opera- 
tion of the law can be suspended by 
any action of the other side. If they 
succeed in getting an injunction, we 
think we can have it dissolved, at 
least before the Supreme Court. Even 
if an injunction be granted, it cannot 
protect a seller from prosecution and 
punishment. 

5. Wedo not consider it necessary 
that the body which you represent 
should take any further action at 
present.

THE actual suffering resulting from 
the overflow of a large portion of 
Louisiana has caused the pecuniary 
damages to be somewhat overlooked. 
The New Orleans Republican of a 
late date has published a statement 
of the estimated loss of property by the 
liood. It estimates the damage to the 
sugar, cotton and rice crops almost at 
about $3,000,000, or about one-sixth 
the total annual production. To this 
must be added the loss of 500,000 
head of live stock, the poultry, vege- 
tables and other articles of food, 
which will help swell the aggregate 
loss very largely. 


THE contest in this Judicial Dis- 
trict for the Solicitorship, on the 
part of the Republicans, ended with 
the nomination, in Warrenton on 
Wednesday, of Loce Harris, of 
Wake, ARGO and BuLLocK having 
withdrawn from the race after find- 
ing they had been distanced. We 
suppose HARRIs will suit well the 
large negro element to which he has 
to cater, as he has openly deelared 
himself in favor of the civil rights 
measure, having a stronger stomach 
than his friend Tom PURNELL, who 
can’t exactly see it in the same light. 
ARGo will now have to fall back 
upon the Senatorship from Wake, 
which JAMES Harris is perfectly 
willing to give up, if he can get a bet- 
ter place. 


THE minority report of the House 
Judiciary Committee on the condi- 
tion of affairs in South Carolina, sub- 
mitted to Congress on Wednesday, 
shows that at least a portion of the 
members of that body‘appreciate, to 
the fullest extent, the miserable con- 
ditin into which the good people of 
South Carolina have been plunged 
by the mal-administration of the 
Radical government with which the 
State has been cursed for the last few 
years. The report, while it does not 
explain in what manner Congress 
can interfere, says that to refuse the 


.ery for help which comes up from 


the oppressed people of that State, 
that to refuse their request, drives 
them to despair and ruin. This ex- 
pose of the true condition of affairs 
in South Carolina will at least serve | 
to fully open the eyes of the North 
to the accursed legislation which has 
been imposed upon the South by a 
government that is now impotent to 
undo the harm thus done.

PURNELL isa good speaker and isa 
young man of some ability, but an 
impartial hearer on Monday last 
could not have failed to see that he 
was using his ability toa bad pur- 
pose, and we should advise him to 
change his policy during the cam- 
paign if he should hope to honor the 
office Which he will never be called 
on to fill. During his speech he 
charged, with a view of holding the 
Democratic party responsible for the 
outrages that were perpetrated upon

was a Democrat, and to prove 
this he stated that some 
six weeks ago Messrs. A. 


S. MERRIMON, THOMAS C. FULLER,

this city, and at that time raised the 
money to establish the Avening Cres- 
cent as the Democratic organ of 
the State, Mr. SWeEPpson being 
one of the party to the transaction. 
Col. Poot and Gen. W. R. Cox 
asked him for his authority for this 
assertion. He said that he had been 
informed by athird party that Mr. 
HAMPTON, the Manager of the Cres- 
cent, so stated, but refused to tell the 
name of the party from whom he ob- 
tained his information, when the 
statement was branded as false by 
both Col. Poot and Gen. Cox. We 
hardly think Mr. PurNELL will 
make any more statements during 
the campaign that he is not prepared 
to substantiate, 

Col. PooL replied to Mr. PURNELL 
for the space of thirty minutes, and 
we were struck with the deliberate 
but pointed manner in which he 
handled his opponent, and although 
Col. Poon has not been accustomed 
to public speaking for the last fifteen 
years, yet the party whose champion 
he is thissummer may feel satisfied - 
that its honor is in safe and able 
hands and that he will carry its ban- 
ner through the campaign untarnish- 
ed and triumphant. Colonel Poor 
pressed upon his opponent the ques- 
tion of civil rights, desiring to know 
his position on the subject. Mr. 
PURNELL made three endeavors to 
explain himself, but as he evidently 
had no desire of declaring for the 
measure, he could not find language 
that would place him upon the middle 
ground which hesought to occupy—to 
declare for civil rights would damn 
him in the West; to declare against it 
would equally damn him in the East, 
he not possessing the advantage held 
by Loge Hararis, that.of having a 
large majority of black constituents. 
He said that he was not running for 
Congress, and that the question had 
nothing to do with the office for | 


which he was seeking; but Colonel 
Poon claimed that if Congress passed 
the civil rights measure it would de- 
stroy the actual need of the office 
which they were seeking, as it would 
prove a death blow to all the public 
school systems of the South. 

In Mr. PURNELU’s rejoinder, he 
stated that if it was Colonel PooL’s 
intention to enter into personali- 
ties during the campaign, he 
would inform him that he car- 
ried in his locker as much _ hot 
shot as any one else, and he should 
use it, and he warned his opponent 
to forbear. Col. Poo here inter- 
rupted the speaker, stating that his 
remarks contained an insinuation he 
wanted explained; if Mr. PURNELL 
bad aught to say against STEPHEN 
D. Poon, of either a personal or poli- 
tical character, he wanted it said 
then and there, in order that it might 
be answered—that if there was aught 
in his life to be censured and which 
his opponent intended to assail dur- 
ing the campaign, it must be done 
now. Mr. PuRNELL} declined mak- 
ing any charges, stating that he knew 
nothing against his opponent, but 
that he desired to fight the campaign 
without dealing in personalities. 

We have but seldom seen a speaker 
handled more briefly, pointedly and 
successfully than was Mr. PURNELL 
by his opponent on Monday, and we 
congratulate Col. Poon on his effort. 
He will now enter the campaign in 
earnest, and will meet Mr. PURNELL 
at Salem on Tuesday next. 

The general campaign may now be 
considered as opened, and soon ‘hot 
shot’? will be thrown into the politi- 
cal camps in the State in earnest. 

P.S. We are authorized by Mr. 
HamMpron to pronounce the state- 
ment made by Mr. PURNELL con- 
cerning the Crescent as wholly false.
